Are we to have the plague, like the poor, 
always with us? Every year, as it comes 
round, brings this dreaded visitant,’ which 
appears first in a sporadic then .in epidemic 
form. Since its first outbreak’ in ay 
form no year has been free from the pest. 
Other places which have suffered from its 
ravages have since enjoyed some immunity;; 
Hougkong and Canton seem destined -: to 
be annually afflicted with it. Even Pak- 
hoi, which was the first ah in Kwangtung 
to suffer from plague, which is believed ‘to 
have been introduced there from Yunnan, 
is clear of it, this year. Inthis- British 
Colony, where a Sanitary Board watches over 
the health of the place, and all the-resources 
of ‘medical science should be available, 
the plague is rampant every year, and all 
the @fforts put forth to arrest tts spread and 
mitigate its virulence alike seem hopeless 
and useless.

_Mr. Hewett, referring to the Igiter as 8 
whole {we have given only a part sammarised | 
charec'erised it as a most impertinent one. Last 
Sunday he sgain made very careful examina- 
tion of the bill in the vicinity of bis house, and 
he should say, from the amount of rubbish he 
found there that the whole of the house rubbish 
had been ¢ hsistently dumped within a few 
yards from his backyard. After he qemplained 
about it. the contractor sent up four men 
{o clear away this rubbish from the hillside 
The amount they collected was a very small 
percentage of the whole and what; they did 
collect they simply carried about 20 yards aver 
and then: threw it down the face of the hill 
facing Pokfu'nm. Other complaints had been 
made about: ashes being thrown down the hill.

THE “Z\FIRO” MYSTERY. 
The hearing was resnmed of the caso in whi 
the Man Loong sus the Chinn and Manila 
St-amship Company for damages in con rection 
with th alleged theft of $ 0,000 gold from tho 
Cefendants’ steamship. Zafiro in September last. 
Mr. 4. H. Sharp, K.C., and Mr. M. W. Slade, 
barristers-at-law (instructed by Mr. F. Paget 
Tfett of .Messra, Mounsey and Brutton, 
solicitorg), are for the plaintiffs aud Mr. H. E. 
Pollock, K.C., and Mr, T, Morgan Phillips, 
bsrristers-at-law (jnstructed by Mr. J. Hastings 
of Messrs, Deacon & Ha tings, solicitors); for 
the defendants. 
The special ju'y is as follows: - Messrs, J. 
W. Bolles, A. 8. tiooper, J. Leiria, A Turnet, 
G. Mayer, F. Hi, A. Fuchs and F. D. Goddard. 
Foreman, Mr. Hooper. 
Mr, Slade stated that Mr, Sharp was unabl 
to be in attendance owing to an attack of fever. 
Chan Chick Wan the proprietor of the Mafi 
Loong firm, was again put into the witness-box 
aod his examination-in-chief was resnmed by 
Mr. Slade. ‘I'he amouut of goods seut from 
Hongkong to the Manila firm from March of last 
year till the end of the year was about $250,000, 
and this year $100,000. These transactions 
appeared in the books. The goods were shipped 
through three different firms, mostly Shewan, 
Tomes & Co. Last year the amonnt 
of goods shipped to his Formosa branch 
was $150, 00 and.) this year $80,U0U or 
890,000. In July lgst year he commenced 
correspondence wi Ir his Manila branch with 
reference to U.S. Government - contracts. 
Regarding these G.verument contracts he 
rec ived information about them only from the 
Manila firm. Somebody came back from Manila 
also with information concerning the matter. 
In conseqnence of this correspondence he 
determined to go into business an t decided to 
send money to Manila. He sent $50,000 ,U.8. 
curiency on 12th September last. it was’ put 
into a box and the box was taken on ro 
the Zafiro. Before the money was put 
into the box he counted it. It amonnted 
to $19,500 in U.S. banknotes aud 500 U.S: 
silver dollars. His manager assisted him in 
counting the money. ‘The silver dollars were 
packed in‘20 rollz, ‘These doflars were in rolls 
when he brought them out and he did not count 
them ogsin. The box was fastened up with 
nails. There was some wriling put on with a 
stencil acd then four seals were put on and im: 
pressions made upon them with a sesl. He 
‘had the seal. (Seal produced.and identified.) 
He went’ on Loard when the box was shipped. 
His manager went with him and carried the box. 
~The manager did not : 0 on board the steamer. 
The sampan man carried the box from tho 
Sampan‘oh to ithe steamer. Witness went on 
board also. He saw two officers there and 
handed the shipping order to one of them. This 
was the order he had filled ‘ap himself. When 


he handed over the order the officer looked at it: 


and then’ went into a room and came out 
with a key. Then he went down be‘ow. 
Witness, and the boatman went with him. 
The officer opened the money room with the key. 
After opening the room the officer examined 
the seals jof the box and used- the expression, 
“ All right.” ‘The box- was put into the 
room and the officer locked the door. They 
then went on the upper deck and into the 
saloon where the officer signed the shipping 
order and gave it to witness. Witness wen 
ashore and went back to the shop and sent the 
shipping order to Shewan, Tomes & Co. by his 
foki to get the bill of luding in exchange. | Tho 
foki' brought back the bill of. lading. The 
freight was paid on the same day. It was paid
